The members of A. K. Nowling's 
orchestra havens grievance. They do 
not believe they are receiving proper 
consideration at the hands of the cit­ 
izens of East Liverpool, and are not 
bashful in stating their reasons for 
finding fault.

A team of horses belonging to Sam­ 
uel O’Connor, of Wellsville, were in­ 
jured in an accident which occurred 
at Shadyside, just west of the Jethro 
bridge, shortly before noon today.

Mrs. Matursh, the Assailant of Mrs.

Attorney F. E. Grosshans, who rep­ 
resented Mrs. Lucille 
Matursh, the 
Italian woman who 
assaulted Mrs. 
William Price a few weeks 
ago, at 
the trial before Mayor Davidson, has 
given up hope of having his client 
tried on an insanity charge until after 
the sitting of the

The husband of the Italian woman 
refuses to pay the lawyer’s fees in 
her case, and hence if the grand jury

When the plans now contemplated 
by the water works department shall 
have been carried out, the system 
will be second to none in the coun­ 
try. 
At present the facilities for serv­ 
ing patrons are first-class, being 
among the best in the Ohio valley, 
but those in charge are determined 
to make it as near perfection as it is 
possible to do. 
The only drawback 
to the plans as they have been ar­ 
ranged is the matter of finances. The 
expense of building the new reser­ 
voir now under way is being met from 
the 
regular income of the 
depart­ 
ment, and when completed will repre­ 
sent an outlay of from $26,000 to $28,- 
000. 
The new reservoir is located imme­ 
diately east of the old one and is 
to be connected thereto by a 24-inch 
pipe with a valve attached so that in 
case of necessity the old reservoir 
may be used by simply opening the 
valve. The new structure will be 23 
feet deep and will hold in the neigh­ 
borhood of 12,000,000 gallons. 
The work under way will make 
the service, so far as the supply is 
concerned, almost inexhaustible, but 
there are yet other improvements in 
contemplation. 
The money is not in sight just at 
present with 
which to bear the ex­ 
pense of the new addition, but those 
in charge 
of the 
department are 
confident it will come in the not far 
distant future. 
The plan is to build a huge filter 
In connection with the reservoir, and 
furnish the water to the patrons from 
this source in its purity. 
The filter will be located just east 
of the new reservoir and will be built 
so that the 
bottom of the purifier 
will be on a level with the top of the 
reservoir, or 23 feet above the sur­ 
face of the same. 
The inlet main will be changed from 
its place at the southeastern corner 
of the reservoir to a point at the up­ 
per end of the 
filter, so that the 
water must pass through a process of 
filtration before it reaches the res­ 
ervoir. 
Clerk Gipner was questioned with 
reference to the matter this morning 
and said: 
“The 
department has not at the 
present time any plans under way, 
but just as soon as the condition of 
our funds will permit, I think the ad­ 
dition will be made; in fact, this has 
already been determined upon. 
The 
improvements now under way are be­ 
ing paid for out of the legitimate in­ 
come of the department, and that is 
about all we can stand at this time, 
but I think it would not be out of 
place to say that the new feature will 
be added within the next few years.’’

Tile Great Harry was built by King 
Henry VII at a cost of £14,OOO, and 
was burned at Woolwich, through acci 
dent, in 1333. 
Though King Henry, as well as 
ether princes, hired many ships, ex 
elusive o f those which the different 
seaports were obliged to furnish, he 
seems thus to l ave been the first king 
who thought of avoiding this iucon 
venience by raising such a force as 
might be at all times sufficient for the 
service of the state. Historians tell us 
that he caused his navy, which had 
been neglected in the preceding reign 
to be put in a condition to protect the 
British coasts against all foreign inva 
sions. and that in the midst of pro 
Iouiid peace he always kept up a fleet 
ready to act. 
In August, 1312, the Regent, a ship 
of I,CHIO tons, which was at that time 
the largest vessel in the British navy 
was burned, aud to replace it tile 
Great Harry, or, as it was also known 
the Henry Grace de Dieu, was built in 
1315. 
The vessel, of about 1,000 tons bur 
den, was manned by 349 soldiers, 301 
marines and 50 gunners. She had four 
masts and portholes on both decks and 
in other parts. 
Before the time of her construction 
the cannon were placed above deck 
and on the prow and poop. One De­ 
charges, a French builder at Brest, is 
said to have invented portholes.

King Henry, as well as 
ether princes, hired many ships, ex­ 
clusive of those which the different 
seaports were oblige to furnish, be 
seems thus to lave been the first king 
who thought «»f avoiding this I neon 
venienee by raising such a force as 
might be at all times sufficient for the 
service of the state. Historians tell us 
flint lie caused bis navy, which had 
been neglected in the preceding reign. 
to be put in a condition to protect the 
British coasts against all foreign inva­ 
sions, and that in the midst of pro- 
lound peace he always kept up a fleet 
ready to aet. 
In August, I>*>12, the Regent, a ship 
of 1,000 tons, which was at that time 
the largest vessel in the British navy,

The vessel, of about 1,000 tons bur­ 
den, was manned by 349 soldiers, 301 
marines and 50 gunners. She had four 
masts and portholes on both decks and 
in other parts. 
Before the time of her construction 
the cannon were placed above deck 
and on the prow and poop. Due De- 
charges, a French builder at Brest, is 
said to have Invented portholes. 
In a list of the British fiavy, as it 
stood on Jan. 5, 1548, the Great Harry 
is said to have carried 19 brass and 105 
iron pieces of ordnance. 
The name of the ship is supposed to 
have been changed iii the reign of Ed 
ward VI to Edward, which, on Aug 
2tJ, 1552, was reported to be still “In 
good case to serve,” and was ordered 
“to be grounded and calked once a 
year to keep it tight.”—Cassier’s Maga 
zinc.

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A C herokee D ish. 
An article of food much used by the 
Cherokees is made from corn. 
The 
process is first to soak the con. in 
strong lye made from hickory ashes, 
just as white people In the country 
make hominy. This removes the hulls. 
The corn Is then put into a large mor­ 
tar made by hollowing out the end of 
a large log and is pounded by a huge 
pestle. 
As the process of pounding goes on 
the crushed corn is removed from the 
mortar and riddled with a sieve made 
of cane and then fanned in the wind to 
remove the hulls. 
The “grit,” as the 
course meal is called, is then replaced 
In the mortar and pounded into a fine 
meal. 
It Is then boiled up with cay­ 
enne pepper and other ingredients. A 
small amount of lye is left in the meal, 
and it has a tendency to preserve it for 
a long time. 
However, if the stuff 
sours, it is regarded as a great deli­ 
cacy. 
It Is known as “con-a-hanna.” 
The food Is sometimes varied by the 
addition of nuts, which is considered 
especially fine. 
With the nuts it Is 
called “ca-nutch.” 
In the olden timea cakes were made 
cf “con-a-hanna” by baking the sub­ 
stance In rudely constructed rock 
ovens or In hot ashes. 
These cakes 
would keep for a long time and, in con­ 
nection with the wild game, provided 
nourishment for the Indians on their 


long hunts. Many of the older Chero­ 
kees still use the mortar and pestle to 
make the dish.—Kansas City Journal.

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A Cherokee Dish. 
An article of food much used by the 
Cherokees is made from corn. 
The 
process is first to soak the con. in 
strong lye made from hickory ashes, 
just as white people iii the country 
make hominy. This removes the hulls. 
The corn Is then put into a large mor­ 
tar made by hollowing out the end of 
a large log and is pounded by a huge 
pestle. 
As the process of pounding goos on 
the crushed corn is removed from the 
mortar and riddled with a sieve made 
of cane and then fanned in tile wind to 
remove the hulls. 
The “grit,” as the 
course meal is called, is then replaced 
In the mortar and pounded into a fine 
meal. 
It is then boiled up with cay­ 
enne pepper and other ingredients. A 
small amount of lye Is left in the meal, 
and it has a tendency to preserve it for 
a long time. 
However, if the stuff 
sours, it is regarded as a great deli­ 
cacy. 
It is known as “con-a-hanna.” 
Tile food Is sometimes varied by the 
addition of nuts, which is considered 
especially fine. 
With the nuts it is 
called “ca-nutch.” 
In tho olden ti mea cakes were made 
cf “con-a-hanna” by baking the sub­ 
stance in rudely constructed 
rock 
ovens or In bot ashes. 
These cak€js 
would keep for a long time and, in con­ 
nection with the wild game, provided 
nourishment for the Indians on their 


long hunts. Many of the older Chero­ 
kees still use the mortar and pestle to 
make the dish.—Kansas City Journal.

Included iu such tests was the im ­ 
mersion of a fly in a tum bler of clear 
cold w ater, w ith a piece of cardboard 
to fit the glass and floated so as to 
keep the insect beneath the surface. 
So little did the fly trouble about 
such an obstacle th a t it kept near the 
bottom of the glass, and th ere for a 
quarter of an hour ran about as freely I 
as iu the fresh air, while it at tim es I 
craw led across the underside of the j 
pasteboard as on the ceiling of a room, i 
A fter being immersed for 20 m inutes 
the fly’s m ovem ents were less active, j 
and a t 25 minutes it turned over on its J 
side, apparently dead. It hung b u s- , 
pended in th e w ater ju st under the 
pasteboard, which kept it from rising 
to the surface, and there it remained 
for another 25 minutes. 
It w as th eir taken out and placed on 
a sheet of paper, looking to all appear­ 
ance dead. Its next fate was to be 
buried by being covered w ith about 
half a teaspoonful of fine salt. 
A t th e end of 15 m thutes the saline 
w as shaken off, th e fly having thus 
been completely covered 
either by 
w ater or by salt for 65 minutes. 
Im m ediately upon its release th e In­ 
sect trim m ed its wings and legs active­ 
ly for aw hile and then flew aw ay.—

He should then put on a 
pair of thin cotton hose w rung out of 
cold w ater and over those a pair of 
woolen ones. A more powerful remedy 
Is a m ustard sitz bath, with the propor­ 
tion of a teacupful of m ustard to a gal­ 
lon of hot w ater. 
He should remain 
seated in the bath from IU to 20 min­ 
utes. 
In uiauy cases a reclining bath 
in tepid w ater is useful as a sedative.

So little did the fly trouble about 
such an obstacle that it kept near the 
bottom of the glass, and "there for a 
quarter of an hour ran about as freely i 
as in the fresh air, while it at times 1 
crawled across the underside of the j 
pasteboard as ou the ceiling of a room, i 
After being immersed for 20 minutes 
the fly’s movements were less active, } 
and at 25 minutes it turned over on its J 
side, apparently dead. It bung sus­ 
pended in the water just under the i 
pasteboard, which kept it from rising 1 
to the surface, aud there it remained 
for another 25 minutes. 
It was then taken out and placed on 
a sheet of paper, looking to all appear­ 
ance dead. Its next fate was to be 
buried by being covered with about 
half a teaspoonful of fine shit. 
At the end of 15 minutes the saline 
was shaken off, the fly having thus 
been completely covered either by 
water or by salt for 65 minutes. 
Immediately upon its release the In­ 
sect trimmed its wings and legs active­ 
ly for awhile and then flew away.— 
Pearson’s Weekly.

When one cannot go to sleep 
on retiring and is unable to dismiss 
thoughts that have occupied the day, it 
is advised that the patient keep his 
feet in water as hot as he can bear 
comfortably for ten minutes before go­ 
ing to bed. 
He should then put on a 
pair of thin cotton hose wrung out of 
cold water and over those a pair of 
woolen ones. A more powerful remedy 
Is a mustard sitz bath, with the propor­ 
tion of a teacupful of mustard to a gal­ 
lon of hot water. 
He should remain 
seated iii the bath from IO to 20 min­ 
utes. In many cases a reclining bath 
in tepid water is useful as a sedative.

Bufflao, N. Y., May 21.—In the pres­ 
ence of a vast concourse of people 
with ceremonial

nod novel, the Pan American 
exposi­ 
tion was dedicated formally. The day 
was fair and last night the industri­ 
ous. energetic meu who planned this 
great enterprise rejoiced in flattering 
success. 
The day began with a pa­ 
rade, in which there were men from 
nearly every country in the world, 
and ended with an aerial bombard­ 
m ent from flying bombs and a bril­ 
liant electrical illumination. 
There occurred a parade and other 
exercises. 
Bishop Fowler prayed and 
speeches were made by Vice Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt, Senator Lodge aud 
■others. 
Marched From City Hall. 
The procession formed at the city 
hall and marched by way of the main 
thoroughfares 
to 
the 
exposition 
(rounds. . 
It 
was 
an 
interesting 
•pentacle and thousands 
ol 
people 
lined the route. 
As the procession 
formed there was a reception of dis­ 
tinguished visitors, foreign represent­ 
atives, state commissioners, officeit* 
and officials at. the city hall. 
Vice 
President Roosevelt was the guest of 
honor, and when he reached the hail 
the patade was started with a volley 
Of aerial bombs. 
About 2.000 troops, 
who got their time from tour bands, 
led the way, and after them were 
•bout a hundred carriages with tile 
officials aud guests. 
Behind 
them 
came the concessionaries 
from the 
Midway. 
Western Indians 
mingled 
With the children of the tropics, the ; 
Orient and the Mediterranean 
a n d ! 
gave the procession its truest touch 
of color. 
They were in native cos- j 
tome, had a score of artistic floats 
and 15 bands furnished them music. 
The entry of the procession to the 
exposition grounds about noon was a 
magnificent spectacle. 
The crowd in 
the grounds at the time numbered 
about 40,000 and the greater part of 
It was massed in the esplanade. 
Doz 
«ns of great wave 
kites, carrying 
streamers, 
floated high in the air. 
The troops were halted in the fore 
court and then formed in double col­ 
umna across the bridge of triunip i. 
The officials and guests left their car­ 
riages, marched through the lines of 
troops and then continued on in a 
roped enclosure to the esplanade be­ 
yond. 
President Milburne. of the exposi­ 
tion. and Vice President Roosevelt led 
the way and the crowd cheered them 
aa they advanced. 
About a hundred 
yards from the Temple of Music they

A WOMAN CONFESSED 


Ayres 
Killed 
In 
Struggle Over Re­ 


volver, Said Mrs. Bonins— Made 


Insulting Titrate. 
Washington. May 21.—The mystery 
atte tiding the killing of .lames Sey­ 
mour Ayres, a census office clerk, iii 
the Kenmore hotel, early last Wednes­ 
day morning, ami which, because of 
the peculiar circumstances surround­ 
ing It. aroused Washington more than 
any tragedy in several 
years, was 
solved by a voluntary confession from 
Mrs. Lulu I. Bonine, a married wo­ 
man and a guest at the house, that 
she had fired the three shots which 
ended Ayres’ life. 
Mrs. Bonine’s hus­ 
band is a drummer for the wholesale 
drug house of Dewitt & Co., of Chi­ 
cago. 
At tile commencement of tin* affair, 
bile said that Ayies bad come to Ii r 
room in the Kenmore hotel about 2 
o'clock Wednesday morning and upon 
the pretense of being iii had gained 
admission to her room. 
Ile 
com­ 
plained of feeling as if he was going 
to have a chili and asked her to give 
him some preventive. 
She had a fu­ 
tile search for medicine which she 
had in her rooms, and he hail then re­ 
ferred to some differences which they 
had had in the past and had asked 
lier to come to his room, where they 
might quietly talk the matter over 
and come to an amicable understand 
ing. 
She had agreed to go to the 
room as he had requested and he 
left her room, preceding her to his 
own. 
When Ayres called at her room 
he was entirely dressed, but when she 
entered his room, as per agreement 
she found him standing behind the 
door, undressed, except as to his un­ 
dershirt, and with a revolver in his 
hand. 
He then told her that he had 
enticed her to the room for his own 
purposes and that if she did not sub­ 
mit to his wishes he would kill her. 
Mrs. Bonine says that she immedi­ 
ately grasped the revolver, and in the 
struggle which 
ensued it was dis­ 
charged three different times, strik 
ing him at each discharge, the last 
shot proving fatal. 
She says that 
the cries for help which Miss Minas 
heard were all from her, as were also 
Hie sobbing which Miss Minas de­ 
scribed. 
Mrs. Hotline says that after the 
shooting she passed through the win­ 
dow of Ayres’ room on to and down 
the fire escape ladder, and entering 
the parlor window of the second floor 
passed through the parlor and back 
up the stairway of the hotel to her 
own room on the fourth floor. 
She 
then washed her hands, undressed 
and retired. 


SOME STOCKS RESISTED 
TRAIN BROMIN TWO

Andrew Carnegie’s Great Gift For 
H igher Education. 


THE ACCBECATE $ 10,000,000 


Given to Certain Universities to Pro­ 


vide Free Education For Scottish 
Men and Women— Comments Made 


by Scotch and English Papers. 


London, May 21—Andrew Carnegie 
has given £2,000,000 to establish free 1 
education in four Scotch universities, 
Edinburgh, Glasgow, Aberdeen 
and J 
Standrews. 
He 
stipulates that the 
beneficiaries be his “Scottish fellow 
countrymen’’ only, no English. Irish, i 
Colonials or foreigners. The fund will 
apply to medical as well as to com I 
mercial education, and will be placed 
in the hands of trustees, who will pay I 
the expenses 
of 
Scottish stu d en ts, 
benefited under the scheme. 
A meeting was held in London to j 
consider Mr. Carnegie's gift.

The Great H arry was built by King 
H enry VII a t a cost of £14,<M), and 
w as burned a t Woolwich, through acci­ 
dent, In 1558.

ether princes, hired many ships, ex­ 
clusive of those which the different 
seaports were obliged to furnish, he 
seems thus to I ave been the first king 
who thought of avoiding this Incon­ 
venience by railing such a force as 
might be a t all times sufficient for tile 
•(Trice of the state. Historians tell us 
th a t he caused bis navy, which had 
been neglected In the preceding reign. 
to be put in a condition to protect the 
British coasts against all foreign inva­

in August, 1512, the Regent, a ship 
of 1,000 tons, which was at that tim e

An article of food much used by the 
Cherokees is m ade from corn. 
The 
process la first to soak the con. In 
strong lye made from hickory ashes, 
Just as white people in the country 
make hominy. This removes tin* bulls. 
The corn Is then lint into a large mor­ 
tar made by hollowing out the end of 
a largo log and is pounded by a huge 
pestle*. 
As the process of pounding goes ou 
tho crushed corn is removed from the 
m ortar mid riddled with a sieve made 
of canc and then fanned iu tin- wind t<< 
remove the bulls. 
The “grit,” as th* 
course meal is called, is they replaced 
In tile m ortar and pounded into a fine 
meal. 
It Is then boiled up with cay­ 
enne pepper and other ingredients. 
A 
small amount of lye is left iu the meal, 
and it has a tendency to preserve It for 
a long time. 
However, lf the stuff 
sours, it Is regarded as a great deli­ 
cacy. 
It is kuow'u as “con-a bantin.” 
The food Is sometimes varied by th e 
addition of tiuts, which is considered 
especially fine. 
With the nuts it la 
called “ca-nutcli.”

So little did Hie fly trouble about 
such an obstacle that it kept near the 
bottom of the glass, and there for a 
quarter of an hour ran about as freely 
as in the fresh uir, w hile It at tim es 
craw led across the underside of the 
pasteboard as on the ceiling of a room. 
A fter being immersed for 20 minutes 
the fly’s m ovem ents w ere less active, 
and at 25 m inutes it turned over on its 
side, apparently dead. 
It 
hung sus­ 
pended in tile w ater just under the 
pasteboard, which kept it from rising 
to the surface, aud there it remained 
for another 25 m inutes. 
It w as then taken out and placed on 
a allect of paper, looking to all appear­ 
ance dead. 
Its n ex . fate w as to be 
buried by being covered with about 
half a teaspoonful of fine salt. 
A t th e end of 35 m inutes the saline 
w as shaken off, the fly having thus 
been 
com pletely 
covered 
either 
by 
w ater or by salt for Go m inutes.

o ’clock W ednesday m orning and upon 
the p reten se of being ill had g lined 
adm ission to her room. 
Ile 
com­ 
plained of feeling as lf he was going 
to have a chill and asked her to give 
him som e preventive. 
She had a fu­ 
tile search for medicine which she 
had in her rooms, and he hat! then re­ 
ferred to som e difference* which they 
had iiad in the past and had asked 
lier to com e to his room, w here they 
m ight quietly talk the m atte r over 
I and com e to an am icable understand 
ing. 
She had agreed to go to the 
room as he had requested and he 
left her room, preceding her to his 
own. 
W hen Ayres called at hor room 
he was entirely dressed, but when she 
entered his room, as per agreem ent 
she found him standing behind the 
door, undressed, except as to his nu 
dershirt, and with a revolver in his) 
hand. 
He then told her th at he had 
enticed her to the room for his own 
purposes and thai if she did not sub­ 
mit to his wishes he would kill her. 
Mrs. Bon in# says th at she im m edi­ 
ately grasped the revolver, and in the 
struggle which 
ensued it was dis 
(barged th ree different times, strik 
iug him at each discharge, the last 
shot proving fatal. 
She says th at 
the cries for help which Miss Minus 
heard were all from her, as w ere also! 
the sobbing which Miss Minas de­ 
scribed.

U L I S FOR SCOTS 


Andrew Carnegie’s G reat Gift For 
H igher Education. 


THE AGGREGATE $10,000,000 


Given to C ertain U niversities to Pro­ 
vide Free Education For Scottish 
Men and W omen—Com m ents Made 
by Scotch and English Papers. 


London, May 21 — Andrew Carnegie 
has given £2,000,000 to establish free 
education in four Scotch universities, 
Edinburgh, Glasgow, Aberdeen 
and 
Standrews. 
He 
stipulates that the 
beneficiaries be his ‘‘Scottish fellow 
countrymen’’ only, no English. Irish, 
Colonials or foreigners. 
The fund will 
apply to medical as well as to com 
merci a I education, and will be placed 
in the hands of trustees, who will pay 
the expenses 
of 
Scottish students 
benefited under the scheme. 
A meeting was held in London to 
consider Mr. Carnegie’s gift. 
Among 
those 
present 
were 
Lord 
Elgin 
Thomas Shaw, M. P., Mr. A. J. Bal 
four, Sir Henry Campbell Bannerma/, 
Mr. John Morley, Mr. Jam es Bryce 
and others. 
The matter 
was 
dis­ 
cussed at length, but no conclusion 
was arrived at as to the best method 
of administering the gift 
Mr. Carnegit desires that all Scotch 
men and Scotch women shall enter 
the universities on an equal footing. 
hence the money is not given to the 
students to pay their fees, but to tin 
universities them selves. 
The system 
is made perpetually free 
and 
will 
probably be under governm ent aus­ 
pices. 
Aeording to the educational author 
ities the administration of Mr. Car­ 
negie’s gift presents considerable dif­ 
ficulties, and for 
this 
reason the 
Scoteh papers for the presfftt are 
rather looking the gift horse in the 
mouth, while the English press is in 
dined to cavil at the method of Mr. 
Carnegie's munificence. 
The leading Scotch paper, the Edin 
burgh Scotsman, says editorially that , 
r. Carnegie’s offer is ‘‘disconcerting I 
rom its very munificence,” and pro 
eeds to show that the gift might dis 
rganize the whole educational ays 
em. 
It points out that 
the 
fees I 
hich students pay are only a small 
art of the cost of educating then J 
he remainder being supplied by en 
owments. and that if Mr. Carnegie’s 
roject were to bring an increase of 
tudents the uniersities would be com-1 
elled to appeal to the 
public for 
luther 
funds. 
Then. if university 
duration 
is free, the country will 
oon be asked, the Scotsman contends, 
o make secondary 
education 
free 
Iso. 
In conclusion it asserts that 
acceptance of the offer demands the 
ost careful consideration, although 
is an offer which Scotland cannot 
fford to decline without the best of 
ood reasons." 
The London papers 
reflect these 
itfleultif's. while expressing admira 
ton and gratitude 
"It is obvious ” 
ays The Times, "that this splendid 
ift cannot leave Scotch education as 
’ was before 
Cambridge has not 
ieen lucky enough to be associated 
iv birth or otherwise with a trans 
tlantie millionaire, but nobody south 
f the Tweed will envy the Scotch 
■ nix el skies, if we c an only be sine' 
bat Mr Carnegie’s generous donation 
ill be well applied and administered 
in the hest interests of education 
Splendid as the promised gift may ap 
pear, it ought not to be allowed to 
pauperize the whole system of uni­ 
versity education in Scotland, where 
the sturdy spirit of independence bas 
been among the moral and intellectual 
characteristics of the nut iou." 
The Daily Chronicle says: 
“It requires great judgment to give 
away largs sums both wisely and well 
It would be better 
to 
employ the 
money in freeing the universities from 
debt completing the schem es of theh 
(am ities and endowing them for re­ 
search.*’

In tho first place, there are listed 
more titan 200 hotels, which will give 
accommodation to 80,000 people; there 
arc 050 Ixia rd i tig and rooming houses, 
affording accommodation for 18,500, 
while 7,000 owners of bouses, most of 
whom never before hung out their 
latchstring for a consideration, have 
signified their intention of opening 
their houses for the accommodation of 
j visitors to Buffalo this summer. These 
I 7,000 homes will accommodate at least 
I 100,000 Visitors. 
The Exposition Company has arrange 
1 cd to furnish tent accommodation on 
the Exposition grounds for 250 uni- I 
I formed men. There are also two com- I 
I patties arranging tent systems which ! 
will afford additional accommodation 
outside of the grounds for 1,500 or so. 
In addition to all this, there are si 
large number of buildings throughout 
the city now being remodeled and con­ 
verted into hotels, tile plans of which 
are not far enough along to afford an 
accurate description or to estimate ac­ 
commodation at the present time. 
It is 
safe to estimate the present capacity 
of the city of Buffalo to accommodate 
150,000 strangers. To this may bt* add 
cd accommodations for at least 50,000 
in the surrounding towns, such tis Ton­ 
awanda, La Salle, Niagara Falls, Lock 
port, Williamsville, Garden vide, 
De­ 
pew and Lancaster, all vvithiu a short 
trolley ride of the city. 
Rates in hotels range from $1 per 
day upward. As ridiculous stories have 
been circulated in regard to exorbitant 
hotel rates, it is well to note toe rates 
that have boon established at tile Iro­ 
quois, tim most expensive hotel in the 
city. 
These are, for one in a room 
without bath, $3 and upward; for two 
in a room without balli, .$5 and upward, 
thus making the minimum rate $2.50 
per individual. 
The rate for a room 
with hath for one person is $5 or for 
two in a room $7.50. This is on the Eu­ 
ropean plan. Of course there are rooms 
and suites of rooms in this hotel for 
much higher rates for those who wish

Tho cake walk proper had it« origin 
among the French negroes of Louisi­ 
ana more than a century ago, says the 
New Orleans Times Democrat. 
There 
is little doubt that it is an offshoot of 
some of the old French country dances. 
it resembles several of them In form. 
From New Orleans It spread over the 
entire south and thence north. 
It was 
. found of convenience to tin* plantation 
negroes. They were not wedded by li­ 
cense, nnd it was seldom that Hie serv- 
1 ices of a preacher were called in. At a 
cake walk a man might legitimately 
•how his preference for n woman ami 
thus publicly claim lier for a wife. 
In effect the cake walk was not dif­ 
ferent from the old Scotch marriage 
which required only public acknowl­ 
edgment from the contracting parties. 
So tills festival became in some sense 
a wooing, an acceptance or a rejection 
and a ceremony. This explains Its pop- 
ularlty with tin* blacks outside of it* 
beauties, wit Ii the accompaniment of 
music, which is competent at all times 
to command negro si) pi airt. 
Cake walking lins Improved, os do 
most things that are constantly prac­ 
ticed. 
it has lost its old significance 
in the south. Negroes now got married 
when they marry at all in the white 
folks fashion, 
it has become, howev­ 
er, a pantomime dance. 
Properly per­ 
formed, it is a beautiful one. The cake 
is not much of a prize, though tile ne- j 
gro lias a sweet tooth.
